But we digress—our uh 
ject was to give in a few plain but earn 
est words the particulars of the decline 
and fall of the Rev. R K. Howell, of Uli- 
opolis, 111. 
T he croquet blight fastened itself upon 
yo un g Howell when he was but thirteen 
year- ot age. 
Naturally it grew with his 
gro w th 
am! 
strengthened 
w ith 
his 


strength. 
W hen, as a yo un g man, he en 
ti red the ministry, neither he nor his 
friends saw any reason w hy he should 
give up the game. E verybody considered 
it harmless. 
Instances were of course 
k now n w he re young holies, ex cited by 
the varying fortunes of tin* game, had 
fractured the skulls of their opponents 
with their mallets, but the d a n g e r was 
reckoned small After com ing in to cliargi 
of a church the reverend gentlem an in 
dulged in the gam e more than ever.

T he book w hen printed hereafter will he 
a valuable contribution to the literature 
of the war

tin* Herald are novel and startling.
